This application is a 371 of PCT/E POO/07253. 

The after final amendment filed on January 10, 201 1 , has been entered. No new 
matter has been entered. 



Response to Arguments/Amendments 

Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on January 1 0, 201 1 , have been 
fully considered and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome all rejections/objections 
previously applied. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27-28, 30-35, 37 and 50-51 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. P450 monooxygenases 
from microorganisms display a narrow substrate specificity. At the time of filing, native 
P450 BM-3 (SEQ ID NO:2 of the instant invention) was not known to have substrates 
other than fatty acids. It was also not known at the time of filing that mutants of said 
P450 BM-3 (Phe87Val, Leu188-Gln and/or Ala74Gly) was could efficiently hydroxylate 
N-, O- or S-terocyclic mono- or polynuclear aromatic substrates, such as indole. 
Therefore, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to

a method of using mutants of P450 BM-3 (Phe87Val, Leu188-Gln and/or Ala74Gly) to 
hydroxylate hydroxylate N-, O- or S-terocyclic mono- or polynuclear aromatic 
substrates, such as indole.
